reviewed and veri- 

fied by the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources’ cougar team. 

Since 2008, the DNR has 
confirmed 38 cougar re- 
ports, with all but one of 
those occurring in the 
Upper Peninsula. These re- 
ports include multiple sight- 
ings of the same cougar, not 
88 individual animals. 

So far, there remains no 
conclusive evidence of a 
Michigan breeding popula- 
tion of mountain lions. 
Cougars are an endangered 
species in Michigan pro- 
tected by law. 

“This latest confirmed re- 
port illustrates just how rare 
cougars are in the Upper 
Peninsula,” said Brian 
Roell, a DNR wildlife biolo- 
gist in Marquette. “This is 
the first time we’ve ever 
caught a cougar on more 
than three million game 
camera images we’ve col- 
lected in our studies since 
2009.” 

DNR researchers use 
game cameras in their 
Quantifying Upper Penin- 
sula Deer Movements and 
Abundance, predator-prey 
and bear studies. The deer 
movement study alone uses 
50 game cameras in the 
western U.P, including the 
one in Ironwood Township 
that caught the images of 
the cougar at 7:15 p.m. on 
Oct. 1. 

The three daylight photos 
on the game camera show 
the mountain lion walking 
past, from right to left. Biol- 
ogists noted there was no 
tracking collar on the 
cougar. No identification of 
whether the animal was a 
male or female was possible. 

Michigan cougar confir- 
mations have been derived 
from trail camera video, 
photographs, tracks, scat, or 


in the case of two male cats 
poached, carcasses. 

Previous genetic testing 
on tissue samples from those 
two cougars poached in the 
U.P. showed the two animals 
likely came from a popula- 
tion found generally in 
South Dakota, Wyoming and 
northwest Nebraska. 

“This genetic research 
lines up with what we’ve 
presumed previously, that 
cougars found in the Upper 
Peninsula are males dispers- 
ing from this population 
east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains,” said Kevin Swanson, 
a DNR wildlife management 
specialist with the depart- 
ment’s Bear and Wolf Pro- 
gram. “These males 
dispersed from the main 
population are looking to es- 
tablish new territories.” 

Researchers investigated 
the potential population of 
origin for the two cougars 
using a database that in- 
cludes samples from cougar 
populations in South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Texas, Oregon and 
Florida. 

According to the US. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, 
cougars were once the most 
widely distributed land ani- 
mal in the Western Hemi- 
sphere but have been 
eliminated from about two- 
thirds of their historic 
range. 

At one time, cougars lived 
in every eastern state ina 
variety of habitats, includ- 
ing coastal marshes, moun- 
tains and forests. They were 
native to Michigan, but were 
trapped and hunted from the 
state around the turn of the 
20th century.

“Tam very proud of the courage 
and skill displayed by Evink, Panich, 
Kocinski and MacNeill in these life- 
saving events,” said Chief Gary Ha- 
gler, DNR Law Enforcement 
Division. “Conservation officers can 
be relied on as first responders to not 
only protect our natural resources, 
but also to ensure the safety of the 
people enjoying them.” 


One saved in fatal kayak 
accident on Lake Michigan in 
Manistique 

CO Evink responded to a June 4 
call that two men had overturned a 
kayak in Lake Michigan, south of 
Manistique. The caller said that the 
two men were bobbing in the water 
next to the kayak. 

The officer responded to the scene 
and launched his DNR watercraft 
from the beach at the caller’s loca- 
tion. CO Evink was able to locate and 
secure one of the kayakers, a man in 
his mid-20s from Oxford, Michigan. 
Evink returned the kayaker, who 
was displaying signs of hypothermia 
and exhaustion, to shore where Man- 
istique Public Safety Emergency 
Medical Services provided medical 
assistance. The man made a full re- 
covery, thanks to CO Evink’s efforts. 

Returning to the original water lo- 
cation, CO Evink located the second 
man, a 23-year-old Burton, Michigan, 
resident, 8 to 10 feet underwater. 
Marking the location with dispatch- 
ers, CO Evink made several dive at- 
tempts to reach the man who had 
been underwater for quite some time 
at this point but was unsuccessful in 
his attempts. CO Evink remained in 
the area until a Michigan State Po- 
lice dive team arrived and assisted 
the team in recovering the man’s 
body.

DNR officers receive lifesaving award

COs Koscinski and MacNeill were 
conducting marine patrol July 5 on 
the Manistee River in Manistee 
County when they noticed a dis- 
tressed female in fast-flowing water, 
located downstream of Tippy Dam. 
Elisabeth Aldridge, 22, of Montague, 
Michigan, was wrapped around a log 
— being pulled by the current, her 
head was barely above water and her 
arm was punctured by fish hooks 
that were attached to fishing lines 
tangled on the log. 

Battling the fast river current, CO 
Koscinski controlled the DNR boat, 
positioning it to provide Aldridge 
with support. CO MacNeill reached 
over the boat bow to temporarily se- 
cure Aldridge in a life jacket and cut 
the fishing lines attached to the 
hooks in Aldridge’s arm. 

Holding onto the boat, Aldridge 
broke free from the original lines, 
but her legs became tangled in addi- 
tional hooks and lines. The force of 
Aldridge’s body tangled in the fish- 
ing lines pulled the bow of the boat 
further into the water. CO Koscinski 
maintained the boat while CO Mac- 
Neill held Aldridge and provided her 
with a knife to free her legs from the 
lines. In a state of shock, Aldridge 
was pulled into the boat where she 
was able to recover. 


Two stranded in Lake Huron 


near Iawas 


On July 10, CO Panich was on ma- 
rine patrol heading into the Tawas 
Bay from Lake Huron when he ob- 
served an unoccupied personal wa- 


tercraft spinning in circles, 1 mile 
from shore. Scanning the water, CO 
Panich observed two passengers, 
both wearing life jackets, about a 
half-mile from the watercraft. 

CO Panich approached the passen- 
gers, a female in her 30s and a male 
in his 60s, both from Florida. Stop- 
ping the boat, CO Panich asked the 
passengers to swim to the ladder and 
climb onto the DNR boat. The female 
passenger was able to climb aboard, 
but the man indicated he had no 
strength. CO Panich was able to as- 
sist the fatigued and shaking man 
onto the boat. 

The passengers said that they had 
been riding the rented watercraft 
and were not wearing the safety lan- 
yard when they fell into the water. 
When the watercraft circled around 
them, they would try swimming for 
it, heading further into the lake in- 
stead of toward shore. The two esti- 
mated they were in the water for 30 
minutes before CO Panich arrived. 

“Our division is unique in its mis- 
sion and is able to respond quickly to 
events like these across all of Michi- 
gan — conservation officers are al- 
ways nearby,” said Chief Hagler. 

Michigan conservation officers 
are fully commissioned state peace 
officers who provide natural re- 
sources protection, ensure recre- 
ational safety and protect citizens by 
providing general law enforcement 
duties and lifesaving operations in 
the communities they serve.

At their regular meeting October 15 of 2018, the Norwood Township Board passed a resolution to 
adopt a Noise Ordinance. In summary: 
Section 1. Ordinance shall be known as the Norwood Township Noise Ordinance. 

Section 2. Purpose: To protect the health, safety and welfare of residents and visitors by pro- 


hibiting loud noise or sound. 
Section 3. Definitions: 


A. Boat: Every description of water craft. 
B. Motor Vehicle: Any wheeled vehicle. 
C. Person: Individual, firm, corporation, association, partnership, LLC or legal entity. 


Section 4. Prohibited Activities: 


A. Playing electronic or mechanical sound device(s) in a manner that unreasonably disturbs. 
B. Making noises that unreasonably annoys or disturbs. 
C. Allowing animals under control of the occupant to unreasonably annoy or disturb. 

D. Sounding or using horns, sirens, whistles, bells or devices that unreasonably annoys or 


disturbs. 


E. Revving up the engine or vehicles, motors or engines that unreasonably annoys or 


disturbs. 


Section 5. Exempt Activities include sounds generated with lawful engagement of mining, manu- 
facturing, construction, landscaping and farming. Also includes, parades, musical productions or 
events authorized by Norwood Township. 


Section 6. Penalty/Civil Infraction 
A. 1% Offense = $100 
B. 2" Offense = $250 
C. 3" and subsequent Offense = $500 
D. Each day of violation shall be considered a separate offense. 


Section 7. Enforcement Officials include: Township Supervisor, Zoning Administrator and 
deputies of the Charlevoix County Sheriff. 
Section 8. A violation of the Ordinance is hereby declared a nuisance. 

Section 9. Separate Court Action. In addition to this ordinance, the Township may initiate pro- 


ceedings in Circuit Court. 


Section 10. Effective Date: Thirty (30) days after this publication.

Section 1. Findings: Public Act 246 authorizes Norwood Township to enact this Ordinance to pro- 


tect the public health, safety and welfare of persons and property. 


Section 2. Title: Norwood Township Consumer Fireworks Ordinance. 


Section 3. Definitions: 


A. Consumer Fireworks: Fireworks except for low-impact fireworks. 

B. Low-impact Fireworks: Ground and handheld sparkling devices. 

C. National Holiday: New Years Day, MLK Jr. Day, President’s Day, Memorial Day, 
Independence Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veteran’s Day, Thanksgiving Day and 


Christmas Day. 


D. Person: individual, agent, association charitable organization, company, LLC, labor 
organization, legal rep, partnership, unincorporated org, or any other legal or 


commercial entity. 


Section 4. Ignition, Discharge, and Use of Consumer Fireworks. 
A. Using Fireworks shall not take place except on the day proceeding, the day of, or the 

day after a national holiday. 

B. On allowed discharge days, no fireworks shall be discharged between the hours of 


1am and 8am. 


Section 5. Penalty/Civil Infraction: A fine of not more than $500. Each day constitutes a sepa- 


rate violation. 


Section 6. Enforcement Officials include: Township Supervisor, Zoning Administrator and 
deputies of the Charlevoix County Sheriff. 
Section 7. A violation of the Ordinance is hereby declared a nuisance. 

Section 8. Injunctive Relief. In addition to this ordinance, the Township may initiate proceedings 


in Circuit Court. 


Section 9. Validity. If any part of this ordinance is held invalid, it shall not affect remaining por- 


tions. 


Section 10. Effective Date: Thirty (30) days after this publication.
